Detailed Action 

This is the first Office Action corresponding to original filing. The application 
contains 16 claims as per preliminary amendment filed Oct 4, 2004. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

No proper antecedent is found in claim 1, third line from the bottom, to "the rear sliding 
member". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-5, 7, 13 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Smeenge et al. (Pat No 4,616,798). 

The patent to Smeenge et al. at Fig 1, discloses an adjustable keyboard support assembly 
that extends in a direction generally parallel to a support surface (see phantom line 
position versus solid line position), having arms (18) that translate generally parallel to 
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the support surface, said arm having a positioning surface (front part of the arm) engaged 
with a position mechanim (engaging the arm to the tray 1 1), the front portion of the arm 
when forced to rotate also rotates the arm (18) at its rear portion with the sliding 
mechanism (near elememt 16). The keyboard tray can be locked and unlocked at 
predetermined heigh settings. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 8-10, 12 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Smeenge et al. in view of Choy et al. (Pat No 6,1 16,557). 
The patent to Choy et al. shows the use of notches to adjust the vertical position of a 
keyboard tray. 

It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time the invention was made to 
have provided the keyboard adjustment mechanism show by Sweenge et al. with notches 
as an alternative height adjustment mechanism to facilitate the adjustment step since it 
would not require to manually securing the tray at a desired height. Even though Choy et 
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al. show the notches on the rear side of the arm, it could be located at the front part as a 
matter of engineering choice. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 6, 1 1 and 16 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. McConnell (5,257,767), Chiu (6,354,552), 
Winsniewski (6,176,456), Pemberton (6,273,382) and Cotterill (6,527,235) all show 
keyboard adjustment mechanisms of interest.
